first to recognize the fact that no universal 
publication is capable of catering exclusively 
to the needs or desires of one particular group 
of people As a partially university funded

Is knowledge knowable? 


Model-Netics applauded 


It is very heartening to see the instigation of 
a management improvement mini course for 
UTM administrators in the form of the Model 
Netics course taken recently by 15 ad 
ministrators Stimulated by the AIDP grant, 
according to Dr Blom, AIDP coordinator, the 
course is designed to increase the effectiveness 
of campus administration and to develop and 
polish administrative and management skills 

Dr Biom said the course was taught by an in 
structor from the UT System and did not cost 
anything to UTM other than for the minor ar 
rangements This is an added plus for UTM 
since most self improvement courses cost 
something to be taken 

Just the fact that administrators are in 
terested in improving their administrative 
skills is encouraging to students and the rest of 
the University Times change and new methods 
of being efficient in management have been 
developed In offering this course to campus 
administrators the UTM administration has 
decided to keep up with the times and carry the 
education system one step further making sure 
the education of the school s administrators 
does not stop A person's education does not 
stop after leaving the classroom and in the field 
of administration this is just as true 


If the Model Netics proves to be beneficial to 
the 15 administrators who took the 40-hour 
course It would be to the best interest of the ad 
ministration and the University to offer the 
course to most of the rest of the administrators 
According to Dr Blom they are planning to 
teach at least one more course before the end of 
the school year If this is done it will be to the 
benefit to the whole school, even though it takes 
the administrators away from their work for 
the 40 hour period 

Self improvement for the administrators and 
faculty has not been greatly pushed in the past 
Granted if faculty have wanled to take a leave 
of absence to further their education they have 
been helped by the University but rarely has 
there been a concerted effort to offer self 
improvement courses to a group of individuals 
working for the University Hopefully the 
Model Netics course is an indication of future 
group efforts of bettering the l niversity not on 
an individual basis but on a group basis which 
is much more effective 

The individual administrator make up the en 
tire administration and to improve the in 
dividual administrator will undoubtedly im 
prove the entire administration 


Editor s viewpoint 

Is know ledge knowable 0 If 
not. how do we know 0 

This line from Woody Allen 
contains more truth than one 
might suspect at first glance 
In this world of distorted sen 
sory data and seemingly 
endless contradictions, what, 
if anything, can be considered 
absolute and indisputable 
truth 0 

There are basically two ap¬ 
proaches one can take in at 
tempting to answer a question 
of this type One can either ex¬ 
amine the problem from what 
is considered to be an objeo 
tive standpoint or one cah 
utilize a more subjective ap¬ 
proach in dealing with the 
situation For reasons which 
will be discussed in the follow¬ 
ing paragraphs. I suggest that 
the latter of these two view- 
pointsisthe only one whichhas 
sufficient merit to be termed 
legitimate 

What is objective 0 Ixxjsely 
used, one considers an objec¬ 
tive approach to be one that is 
free from bias of any kind. 
Nonsense No individual is 
capable of attaining a state of 
total or even partial objectivi¬ 
ty Everything we do. say. and 
think is subjective in the 
strictest sense of the word. 
When w e say that we are going 
to examine an issue from an 
objective perspective, what 
we actually mean is that we 
are going to look at the situa 
tion from what we have sub¬ 
jectively determined to be ob¬ 
jective Objectivity is an im 
practical ideal 

If one accepts the assumption 
that the objective is impossi 
ble to attain, the question then 
arises as to the nature of the 
scientific method and its sup 
posed objectivity Science is 
no more objective in its ap 
proach than are other 
methodologies for deriving 
knowledge ' Instead, the 


scientific method has as its 
basis a mutual form of subjec¬ 
tivity We look at the world in 
a particular way because that 
is the way we have educated to 
look at the world We accept 
the validity of the scientific 
method subjectively. If you do 
not think that this is so. just 
ask someone to prove the 
scientific method without us¬ 
ing the scientific method as an 
integral part of that proof 
What is ultimately con 
sidered to be knowledge,'' or 
truth" remains within the 
realm of each individual to 
determine for himself Simply 
because a large percentage of 
a given population subjective¬ 
ly agrees on an individual 
level as to what can and can 
not be considered valid in¬ 
formation is no reason for the 
individual to view his personal 
perceptions as inferior to 
those of the group Mutual 
subjectivity is. within itself, 
neither right nor wrong It is 
impossible for a group to have 
a consciousness separate from 
that of its individual 
members Therefore, ques 
tions of good and evil, right 
and wrong, etc . can only be 
resolved adequately on the in¬ 
dividual subjective level 
Does this necessarily imply 
that a form of universal truth 
in nonexistant 0 Of course not 
Speaking from my personal 
perspective. I “know" that an 
objectivity exists outside of 
the comprehensible range of 
human experience Since this 
truth is subjectively derived, 
there is no way that the cer 
tainty of its existence can be 
communicated effectively to 
other individuals This does 
not mean that such a 
knowldge is my personal opi 
nion or idea, rather, it is a 
statement of the self 
recognized incapacity of one 
totally subjective individual to

convey a “fact" to another 
totally subjective individual 
Communication can exist, but 
the ultimate decision to accept 
or reject a given concept re¬ 
mains always with the in¬ 
dividual receiving the con¬ 
cept 

As for giving an answer to 
the question raised at the 
onset of this article, truth can 
be known, but only through a 
subjective acceptance of the 
particular truths under con¬ 
sideration Theoretically, 
each individual should have 
the capacity to arrive at the 
same truths given equal op¬ 
portunity to adequately reflect 
upon persona] experiences 
But since this is a totally sub¬ 
jective conclusion based sole 
ly upon my own experience. I 
can offer no proof for its 
validity.

A 
few basic techniques can help 
The purpose of class notes Is 
to record the instructor's 
lesson in a manner that will 
allow you to review and 
understand the material after 
wards. Your objective, 
therefore, is to outline the 
main and supporting Ideas 
and facts so that they are 
dear and understandable 
Write rapidly in your own 
form of shorthand Don't try to 
take down everything-keep to 
the main points Develop your 
own style of abbreviating and 
condensing the important 
data Some people leave out 
vowels, for Instance, or use on¬ 
ly the first syllable, and omit 
articles and obvious verbs 
Common abbreviations and 
symbols found In most dic¬ 
tionaries can often be of great 
help 

Instructors' teaching 
methods will differ. You'll 
have to be alert to each one's 
style and organization. Often 
they start each class with an 
overview or outline and use It 
as a framework for their lec¬ 
ture. This, of course, is a good 
reason for being punctual. 

Outlines, diagrams or lists 
that Instructors write on the 
board are usually important.

Completing textbook or 
reading assignments before 
each class will help minimize 
notetaking in class You will 
know whether the material 
under discussion is in the text 
or not You will already have 
underlined the Important 
ideas in the book, so you won’t 
have to duplicate these points 
when the instructor makes 
them Instead of taking down 
these same facts write “refer 
to textbook chapter. ' 

Typing or rewriting notes is 
normally a waste of time. If 
they are legible, accurate and 
complete it is much more pro¬ 
ductive to spend your time 
reviewing the notes, reading 
your text and keeping up 
every day and every week 
with your studies.

Actually, alcohol has both a 
stimulating and depressing ef¬ 
fect.

As alcohol concentrations 
build up in the blood, anesthe¬ 
sia of brain centers intensi¬ 
fies. Al high doses, speech is 
slurred, vision and reflexes are 
poor, and gait is unsteady.

empty stomach for 20 or 30 
years can permanently dam¬ 
age the ability to learn and 
remember.

The "Immunization Alert" 
clinic, sponsored by UTM stu¬ 
dent health services, was held 
in Room 206. University 
Center. Thursday. Jan 25. 
About 100 students took ad¬ 
vantage of the free protection 
by immunization from 
Tetanus. Diptheria. Polio. 
Rubella (German Measles), 
and Rubeola (Red Measles), 
according to Ms. Harriet 
Westmoreland. R.N. director 
of student health services 

"We are constantly reading 
about outbreaks of com¬ 
municable diseases like Polio 
in Eastern United States and 
wanted to give students the op¬ 
portunity to get their im¬ 
munizations up to date.” 
Westmoreland said. 

Last year, there were at 
least 900 cases of Rubeola in 
Tennessee, according to Ms. 
Pat Duncan, representative of 
the communicable disease 
section of the Tennessee 
health department, who 
assisted with the clinic. "This 
was a 60 percent increase in 
Rubeola from the previous 
years." Duncan said. 

Two years ago there was a 
large outbreak of Rubella 
right here at UTM, according 
to Westmoreland We hope to

Next comes the proper 
clothes for cooler weather 
Kathrine Switzer, first woman 
to run officially in the Boston 
Marathon and manager of 
special promotions.

If you run-or are thinking

He says to be sure to check 
the following: 

In general, every good runn 
Ing shoe should cup thew hole 
heel , firmly support the arch 
and toes and be flexible 
enough to provide a good 
“push-off.” 

“The shoe should have a 
tough outer sole, one that 
allows for tract ton." said 
McGregor 

"Next,” he says, “look for a 
second layer...the heel 
wedge running from the heel 
to the ball of the foot. ”

"As for the dirt, again some 
of our products are prepared 
here <n the department while 
some of them that we buy are 
already prepared I could be a 
problem In the manufacturer 
or it could be here We try to 
make every effort to not have 
this sort of thing in the food." 
said Brodrick 

“I wouldn't eat here If I 
thought we were doing It and I 
eat here regularly. I'm not 
willing to eat this type of thing 
and I certainly don't want 
anyone else to eat it either.” 
stated Brodrick 
As to why the food is so ex¬ 
pensive. one reason according 
to Brodrick is that food costs 
keep climbing The meats pur¬ 
chased by the cafeteria are 
done on a weekly basis In the 
last two weeks the price on 
hamburger meat has gone up 
14 cents per pound 
"We do need to make a little 
profit, but right now we are 
just trying to break even.” 
said Brodrick 


Some students argue that it 
would be cheaper to go to a 
grocery store to buy food This 
is true but according to 
Brodrick the same thing hap¬ 
pens in a grocery store. 

"Everytime you go Into a 
grocery store, the prices are a 
little higher than they were 
the week before", he said. 

"As long as meat and other 
Items keep climbing in price. 
I'm afraid we’re going to see 
more increases, stated 
Brodrick. 

Other things that are helpful 
in the rising cost of food at 
UTM are students paying for 
one drink, when actually they 
had two. getting a sandwich 
from the sandwich counter 
and eating half of it and leav¬ 
ing the other half by the serv¬ 
ing lines, and the theft of 
silverware, trays, glasses, 
and other utensils These 
things, according to Brodrick. 
along with the fact that 
students leave their trays on 
the table, which means that 


extra help has to be hired, help 
a great deal In the high prices 
Some students end up eating 
one meal a day when they 
ought to have a more balanced 
diet”, said Brodrick 
The cafeteria is using stan 
dardized recipes for 
everything that Is prepared

"Death Watch " 

How did you begin you 
career as an actor? 

“It was a long Ume ago 
believe me I think 1 was about 
eight years old when I first 
went on stage In a 
neighborhood children's 
theater I think 1 was involved 
rtth that for about seven or 
eight years and then I did a 
Clifford Odett’s play called 
'Awake and Sing' when I was 
about seventeen, and from 
that point forward I decided I 
wanted to be an actor 

Do you prefer the theater to 
filmmaking? 

"No, I have done a great 
deal of theater, but not from a 
particular preference for 
theater. I go where I find the 
most Interesting material In 
the last seven or eight years 
most of the Interesting work 
that has been offered to me 
has been In the theater, with 
the exception of two or three 
films and a couple of televi¬ 
sion shows " 

“I think I probably am 
typecast, but I don't see it 
necessarily as a detriment 
The term 'typecasting has 
come to mean some kind of 
terrible thing to people and its 
been sold to the public as a 
problem, but my feeling Is 
that most actors who work 
consistently are typecast to 
some extent Perhaps not as 
severely as In my case, but I 
think being typecast makes 
you castable It tells pro¬ 
ducers and directors who you 
are and what kind of work 
they can hire you for. whereas 
some actors who never find a 
type' In a sense are difficult to 
cast because people don't 


know how to use them As a 
broad example, you wouidn t 
hire Paul Newman for the 
same role as you would Dustin 
Hoffman or Richard Dryfus 
They are simply different 
types ' Being typecast can be 
useful In many cases It cer¬ 
tainly has not been a problem 
I have been working steadily 
ever since Star Trek.'" 

How did you get Involved 
with "Invasion of The Body 
Snatchers?" 

"That was a 'Star Trek 
story, really, because Phil 
Kaufman had been hired by 
Paramount to direct the Star 
Trek’ motion picture, which Is 
how we met However. Para 
mount decided to cancel the 
movie and go ahead with a 
television show Instead, which 
I was not Involved with, for 
various reasons Anyway. Phil 
and I then discussed dolnt In 
vastlon of The Body Snat¬ 
chers.' which did work out. 
much to my surprise and 
pleasure " 

How do you Interpret the 
film? 

"First and foremost I think 
It is a remarkably entertain 
Ing film It Is engrossing In 
that you get immediately 
hooked and involved without 
losing your sense of credlblli 
ty When I first saw the pic¬ 
ture I was totally drained at 
the end 

"Interpre.ations vary, 
however. In that some people 
may suggest that Is simply 
science fiction and leave It at 
that However. I think there is 
a possibility to look at it from 
a social point of view, because 
I think there are some 
statements that are uniformi¬

"I really enjoy han¬ 
dicrafts." said Yamakawa. 
"like woodwork and pottery. 
Origami, a papercraft, is also 
one that I like Frankly I 
began to study Origami 
several years ago to play with 
my child by folding papers ' 
Origami is a traditional 
pastime for Japanese people 
The word Origami means 
folding paper, the piece of 
square paper itself, and also 
the finished work By folding a 
piece of Origami, they can 
make a bird, a flower, an 
animal, a box and soon 
It is not too much to say that 
all Japanese people know how 
lo make a crane with a piece 
of Origami When they make 
one thousand cranes and com 
bine them one after another 
with a string, they are often 


sent to a sick person as a 
"Semba-zuru," which means 
one thousand-cranes Similar 
to the American get well card, 
the "Semba-zuru" ts a wish 
for the return of good health. 

According to Yamakawa. 
Origami is said to have been 
started by the people in Court 
and wealthy merchants as a 
recreation about four hundred 
years ago At that time 
Origami was called Edo- 
chiyogami Edo ts the name of 
the era. and chlyogaml is a 
special kind of colorful and 
beautifully patterned paper 

Yamakawa will have an 
Origami class at UTM
